But it has slipped south and west. 
That's what has caused rain on the 
Atlantic seaboard, koods and torna- 
does in the central Statea and snow as 
far away'aa the Dakotas, says Major 
Edward H. Bowie, supervising fore- 
caster of the U.,S Weather Bureau. 
This shipping spot is known as the 


normal low pressure area. 
- How does a, low pressure area gov- 
ern the weather? 
When the air in a gKen region is 


warmed It becomes lighter, forming a. 
low pressure area. 
Heavier, colder 


air rushes in. The warm air with its 
quantity of moisture is forced higher. 
There it is cooled and condensed, 


its capacity for holding moisture is 
lees and the moisture forced out in 
the form of rain and snow. 
But the cold air rushing toward a. 


low pressure area does not go in a. 


straight line. XMie to the rotation of 
the earth it veres to the right 
go the colder currents he«ide<l to- 


ward the Greenland low pressure area 
instead of sweeping 
by the 
United 
States as they usually do are sweeping 
over the country on their way from 
the pole to the low pressure area. 
These currents 
have chilled 
the 


country and forced the moisture out 
of the air. giving us our present wea- 
ther. 
West of the Rockies the condition 


has been the re%-erse.

moved from the tip of Alaska toward 
J;he Japanese coast.

ahead." 
Bowie 
says, "but I will say it is almost cer- 
tain that the -weather will return to 
normal. Weather conditions are like 
a pendulum—swinging to abnormal, 
then back to normal ajraln—and Just 
in the course of natural events this 
pendulum is due to reach the normal 
point in its swing."

ment. The board of directors of the 
tobacco association was unanimous in 
its choice of Mr. Patterson, and by 
s his assumption of duties as general 


manager it 10 felt that the depart- 
ments and the administration of the 
association will be co-ordinated In a 
manner which will lead to even great- 
er efficiency In the organization of 
85,000 farmers for the orderly market- 
ing of tobacco- 
Mr. Patterson w«us born in Rock- 
ingham county, North Carolina, and 
has rise through the successive stages 
of the tobacco trade until he left his 
position M head of the leaf depart- 
ment of the American Tobacco Com- 
pany to handle more tobacco in a sin- 
gle year than is purchased by even 
the ' largest of the world's tobacco 
manufacturer*. 
Mr. Patterson 
will 


continue to direct the affairs of the 
sales department of the association 
handling the bright, dark and sun- 
cured tobaccos delivered by its mem- 
bership, which at present amounts to 
180,000,000 pounds annually. 
Oliver J. Sands, whose guidance of 
the association in its first two years 
of operation as executive manager has 
brought it increasing success, though 
insisting upon being relieved 
from 


the executive managership of the as- 
sociation will continue to guide the 
financial policies of the association a* 
chairman of the board of finance.

you are asked to Invest In the sccuri- 
.les of a company Just organized. The 
only way you can judge of th« future 
n by the past. When a company ha* 
no record It Is Invariably arue that fr- 
eer t tun amount of speculation 1* In- 
volved. One of the commonest tricks 
of the promoter Is to compart stock 
of a new corporation which he is sell- 
ng with that of some outstanding 
success in that particular Held. 
If, 


for instance, he is selling shares in a 
new automobile company he will dwell 
upon the great success of Henry Ford 
and give an allurinp estimate of the 
amount of money which might have 
been made if you had only been for- 
tunate enough to obtain an Interest 
In Ford's enterprise at the beginning. 
The same argument is worked by sel- 
lers of promotion stocks of rubber 
an dtire and of motion picture com- 
panies. They do not, however, point 
out that the successes in any new bus- 
iness are far out-numbered by the 
failures and while it is perfectly true 
that you might be lucky enouKh-iio 
pick a winner this is not investment 
in any sense 'but at the best specula- 
tion and at the worst gambling. 
In- 
sist then if investment is your object 
upon a record of earnings over a se- 
ries of years before you entrust your 
hard-earned cash to someone else's 
keeping. If that is not available ex- 
ercise caution and then more caution. 
Unless you have money the loss of 
which will not seriously inconvenlenve 
you do not take speculative risks In 
new enterprises. 
The exception to 


this rule Is when the enterprise is a. 
strictly local one and you are in a po- 
sition to keep in touch with it spro- 
gress and to know personally the men 
who are at the head of the manage- 
ment.
